Long time Tektronix employee, Dean Kidde remembers that the 512 was first 
produced in 1949. He remembers that date because he was the test engineer on 
the bench who calibrated the first 512's. Tek never did use surplus CRT's in 
the 512 and the 5CP7A with the USN anchor is a surplus CRT. So someone has 
replaced the original CRT with a Navy Surplus 5CP7A. The 5CP7A was a round 
faced CRT and the production CRT sold in the 512 was a flat faced CRT. Since 
the round faced CRT's were made prior to flat faced ones, Deene says that the 
code date could have been the 39th week of 1942. The 512 continued in 
production until 1953 when the 531 replaced it that same year.

I pulled an RCA 5CP7A CRT out of a Tek 512 scope which has a USN anchor on 
it and a date code of "2-39". Does this mean it was manufactured on the 
2nd week of 1939(improbable) or the 39th week of 1952(or 1962?)? 

This is probably not the original tube but the P7 phosphor might be useful 
for IF alignments using slow sweep speeds.

A 2-39 date code on an RCA CRT is consistent with 39th week of 1952 or 
1962. Since these scopes were built in the early fifties, the 1952 
date code is consistent with original manufacture date. The scope 
itself is only 2 Mhz bandpass, but high (5 mv/CM) sensitivity, and I 
don't recall that they were very common---the 10 Mhz. 511 and 514 
scopes were what Tek had for "volume" in the early days. P-7 phosphor 
and a boat anchor symbol suggest a tube originally built for the Navy

I think I may have a (near) perfect "SSBA" example apart from the usual: 
Last Sunday at Livermore I snagged a General Radio 1396 Tone Burst 
Generator. This device will take an audio tone and cut it up into short 
bursts of the original tone. One excellent application for this not very 
heavy device is to check out a linear amplifier without overheating the 
finals and power supply due to continuous full power output. You can set 
the tone on to tone off ratio for a low RF duty cycle and keep the 
amplifier running cool while doing your tests and adjustments. Checking 
performance of high level AM modulators is another good use for this arcane 
little toy for BAists. Being built in the mid 60's, long before tube 
production stopped, this gadget is chock full of germanium transistors. 
Everything is done with three legged thingies. Would you call ita 
microBA? Is germanium state stuff still too moderne? Now that I've asked 


for the obvious answer I would like to hear from others about their unique 
and unusual marriages of tube and early transistor equipments (remember 
the thread on unusual tube stuff?). Too BA or not too BA, that is the 
question......

Well, after looking inside the Browning transmitter, I can see there's 
no way an R390 PTO is going to fit inside. After a little reading and 
thinking, seems like a better idea would be to homebrew a VFO on a 

PC board and run a short length of wires up to the variable cap mounted 
right behind the front panel on an "L" shaped bracket. 


I've decided to try the "Vackar" series tuned VFO circuit. (originally in 
Nov 1955 QST and in later Handbooks) This interesting circuit uses a 
12AT7 dual triode. First triode as the oscillator and second half as a 
cathode follower. Claims to have a uniform output vs freq, stable and 


uses a minimum of parts. The VFO circuit on the PC board will have 
(2) OB2's to regulate the plate voltage. 


I welcome any suggestions regarding the best way to construct the 
circuit....type of caps? (silver mica?) ...method of mounting? 
(metal plate vs PC board) should it be shielded in a metal box?... 
.. would like to make it as stable and drift free as possible. 
That's why I thought it would be best to seperate the main tuning 
cap from the actuall VFO circuit board / box .... 


The VFO will have a tuning range of 450kcs (from 4.65mcs to 5.1mcs)

Use COG (formerly called NPO, for "negative-positive zero") fixed capacitors 
in the tuned circuit where pF-value fixed capacitors are called for--except 
for Cx in the November 1955 schematic, which is specified as an 
air-dielectric capacitor because it handles considerable RF current.) 
Silvered-mica caps aren't specified for drift. Yes, shield it in a metal 
box. The inductor coil will contribute more drift than the tuning 

Capacitor -- x*if* you take care not to mount the tuning capacitor outside 
the box so free air (which will differ in temperature and density from 
second to second if there's much air movement, such as occurs due to 
convection) can't pass through its plate-to-plate gaps. For other 
constructional pointers specific to vacuum-tube VFOs, I recommend George 
Grammer's "VFO Stability--Recap and Postscript" in 1966 QST (it was a 
two-parter; think it was October-November or September-October) . 


For best VFO stability, break with the good old days and xdon't key the 
VFOx, a practice akin to saving electricity by unplugging your clock every 
time you leave the house. Let the VFO run continuously, and install a tiny 
relay (normally closed in receive) that switches 10 to 20 pF across the 
VFO's tuning cap to keep the signal far from your receiver passband in 
receive. Three more stability things: Run the oscillator 12AT7 at 
considerably lower plate voltage than 225 (I recommend 75 or 90 V) and 
install a Class-A valued cathode bias resistor, bypassed to ground, in the 
cathode of the oscillator 12AT7 section. This will let the oscillator tube 
work less hard and put out less harmonic energy. Finally, power the 
oscillator tube heater with regulated dc rather than ac.
